Copeland, the eighteen-year-old colored 
boy, who was arrested here for 
the 


murder of Miss Miranda Bricker and 
who was taken to Columbus early 
Monday morning to prevent a possible 
lynching, was brought back to Mt. Ver- 
non this morning by a deputy sheriff, 
arriving here at 2:10 o'clock. 


Copeland was taken at once to the 


jail, and only two or three people who 
knew of his coming saw him as he 
was taken from the train to prison. 


At 9 o'clock today the negro was 


taken to Prosecuting Attorney Still 
well's office where he was put through 
the sweating process for several hours 
and then returned to jail. The officials 
are extremely secretive about the case 
and will say absolutely nothing. It is 
said that Copeland has not as yet 
been able to satisfactorily account for 
his whereabouts-last Saturday night, 
at the time the crime was committed 
but that circumstances seem more fav- 
orable to him than at first. The only 
known evidence against the boy is the 
fact that the bloodhounds led the of- 
ficers to his house, that his shoes fit 
the tracks in the Fairchilds yard, and 
tl-at a cap. said to belong to Copeland, 
was found on a hedge fence at 
the 


Fairchilds residence. The boy stoutly 
protests his innocence, and so far as 
known has shown no indication of 
breaking down.

Important Decision 


Regarding Policy 


TRAFFIC ACROSSTHEISTHMUS 


No Discrimination is to be Made Be- 


tween tbe Several Steamships 


Lines at Panama, 


TECS ELI? 


Washington, April 26. — Secretary 


Taft has made a decision of the great- 
est importance to railroad interests 
respecting the policy of the govern- 
ment relative to the existing monop- 
oly of traffic across the isthmus of 
Panama and the fixing of rates over 
the Panama railroad as bearing on 
the existing rates on transcontinental 
traffic. 
The publication of several in- 


terviews recently with the secretary 
himself, with President Shouts of the 
canal commission and with Chief En- 
gineer Wallace has led to much con- 
fusion in the public mind on these 
subjects. 
In his letter the secretary 


makes it plain that there is to be no 
discrimination whatever as between 
the several steamship companies in 
handling their business across the 
isthmus, and that he docs not antici- 
pate any considerable effect upon the 
transcontinental 
traffic arrangement 


of Panama rates, but that this re- 
adjustment will be had regardless of 
such effects. 


Secretary Taft's letter is addressed 


"to James I. Hoc"1—r of Cincinnati, of 
the Shippers' association, and in it 
he says: 


"The policy of the government in 


managing the Panama railroad is to 
charge such rates as will pay for the 
carriage of the goods across the isth- 
mus a reasonable return on the in- 
vestment of the government and noth- 
ing more. It will permit no discrimi- 
nation against or in favor of any of 


steamship lines. It 


this policy will affect' the 


transcontinental 
rates as to those 


classes 'o'f freight that can stand the 
isthmus trip favorably for the ship- 
per. The long trip and the fact that 
the merchandise carried is to be a 
considerable period in the tropics ex- 
clude all possibility of carrying many 
kinds. 


"The 
Panama 
Railroad company 


owns three steamships, which ply be- 
tween 
New York and Colon. We 


shall make the rate upon these ships 
as low as possible, consistent with 
paying a reasonable compensation for 
the carriage and the investments. We 
shall run them merely for the purpose 
of preventing a combination to raise 
the rates for the delivery of material 
for the construction of the canal from 
the United States to the isthmus. The 
government is not running and does 
not expect to run a line between New 
York and San Francisco or between 
San Francisco and New York; hence 
the relation of its policy to transcon- 
tinental rates is only indirect. 


"So far as the action of the Panama 


Railway company can break up the 
existing steamship 
monopoly, it is 


being taken. 
We shall do what we 


can to make just rates and avoid dis- 
crimination. 
If this ameliorates con- 


ditions we shall be glad. 
If it does 


not. 
then it will not be in our power 


to do more."

While In Purls KOOII after the Amer- 


ican civil war a French nnn.» otili-er 
ga\e me the following account of bis 
experience in .Mexico: 


Alter my entrance into the army I 


served on the Spanish frontier, where 
J picked up a knowledge of the Span- 
ish language. 
From there 1 went with 


njy regiment to Mexico, where our 
Toups were supporting Maximilian. 
After his capture by the French I en- 
gajied in a desperate plot to effect his 


scnpe, but we failed, -were arrested 


and put in prison to await cither being 
gairoted or shot. The night before we 
were to be executed the officer in com- 
mand <-ame into the room where we 
were confined and asked if uuy of us 
<pol;e Spanish. Three of us lespoiided. 
Then he asked us if we v. ere Greek 
scholars. 1 alone replied in the am'rma- 
the. I was taken out of the room and 
was the only one of iny comrades who 
was not shot the next morning. 


The commandant took me to his colo- 


nel, 
who told me that he wished for a 


tutor m Creek for his son, who was 
preparing for college, and asked me if 
I was competent to till the position. I 
was not a proficient Greek scholar, but 
of course did not throw away a chance 
for my life. 
I undertook the work 


and was promised that if 1 succeeded 
I would be permitted to return' to 
France. The colonel then sent me to 
his hacienda in the province of Tamau- 
lipas, first providing me with a permit 
to remain there signed by General 
Juarez himself. 


My pupil, a boy of sixteen, and his 


sister, two or three years his senior, 
were on the veranda when I was driv- 
en up to the house. They knew rny 
story, and the boy regarded me with 
keen interest. As for the girl, it was 
far more than this. A great sympathy 
welled up in her lustrous Spanish eyes. 
I shuddered, for I knew that I could 
not live near her without loving her, 
and to lo^e her meant to me a return 
to the death t had so narrowly es- 
caped. 


People of Spanish blood have always 


been careful of their youug girls-, but 
there is no degree of watchfulness that 
would have prevented the stolen meet- 
ings between Donna Anita and me. 
Both understood that we were ou the 
brink of a volcano. But danger only 
strengthens love, and we passed the 
quicker for it from one degree to an- 
other. Then when we both knew and 
acknowledged that we were necessary 
to each other we were ready to run any 
risk rather than be separated. \Ve dare 
not ask Anita's father's consent to our 
union, for, if refused—and refusal wns 
almost certain—my life would pay for 
our rashness. We must make an at- 
tempt at fligfct. Failure.Jn this also 
meant death to me. though I regarded 
tlie chances more in my favor. That 
we agreed to take even this risk can 
only be explained under the theory that 
love is stronger than the fear of death. 


The hacienda was situated 150 miles 


south of the Texas border and thirty- 
live miles west of the gulf of Mexico. 
I chose the shorter line. A Frenchman 
to be traveling with a young girl at 
that day would at once excite suspi- 
cion; therefore I decided that Anita 
must go as a boy. Appropriating a suit 
of her brother's, she left her room one 
night after the lights were 'out and met 
me at the stable. I had her own horse 
already saddled and one for myself. 
Leading our nags under the shadow of 
a hedge to the gate, we mounted and 
rode away. 


Before us was happiness, behind us 


death. The risk we ran made the ex- 
citement keen as the edge of a seinii- 
ter, and to me not unmixed with a sen- 
sation of pleasure. P'ortunately Anita 
was as much at home on her horse as 
ou foot. We made the first ten miles 
in less than an hour and the next ten 
in an hour and a half. At 1:30 iu the 
morning we stopped to rest our horses 
and water them at a stream. I dared 
not attempt to use them further for an 
hour, when we started again. 
We 


made the next ten miles by 4:30, and 
the day dawned. We were within, a few 
miles of the coast when we passed a 
band of Mexican guerrillas encamped 
beside the road. They called on us to 
return, and 1 considered the better 
chance for us to obey. 
Their com- 


mander questioned me. and, assuming 
to be indignant. I pulled out my permit 
and, pointing to the name of Juarez, 
threatened the man with dire couse 
quences if he detained me. 
Without 


waiting for him to read the document, 
we rode on. leaving him in the road 
looking at us wouderingly. 


lu half an hour we reached the const, 


and 1 set about securing a craft oit 
which to reach Brownville. the nearest 
point in Texas. Our departure must 
In- by this time discovered, and one 
party of pursuers at least would make 
for the coat-t.

THE RETIRED 


CORNET PLAYER 


[Original 1 


Caracalli, the great cornet 


ilayer, retired when be had years of 
artistic and pecuniary success before 
jlm. Sitting with him one day in a 
cafe in Paris I asked him how he came 
to give up his profession at so early an 


"Because I hated it," he replied. 
"Hated it? Were you not born to It?" 
"I suppose I was, though when a boy 


[ heard no music aud whatever of abil 
ity 1 have lay dormant. It was brought 
out suddenly aud under great stress." 


I saw there was a story connected 


with the matter, and, after much pres- 
sure on my part, he reluctantly con- 
sented to tell it: 


I'm not an Italian, I'm a Frenchman, 


aud my real name is Henrotiu. Just 
before the downfall of Napoleon 111. 
I went to Paris from rny father's farm 
on the Givaune river and was solicited 
to join the commune. Being young aud 
a countryman I believed anything any 
one told me and consented, thinking 
France to be on the eve of a new era 
of prosperity and happiness for all her 
people alike. I helped burn the palace 
of the Tuileries and revolved in "the 
sight of flames which I considered for- 
ever marked the end of the preferment 
of one citizen over another. We had 
everything our own way, but unfortu- 
nately we had no way. Xo one had 
anything to propose; nothing was pro- 
posed. Such being the case, the other 
side had a gfeat deal to propose. They 
proposed to first imprison us, then take 
us out in droves'and shoot us. I was 
expecting to go out, stand with ruy face 
to the wall with the rest and be shot, 
when a fellow prisoner told me that the 
French army was short of musicians 
and one of our number had been par- 
doned and enlisted to play the trom- 
bone. 


A drowning man will catch at a 


straw, and, securing a bit of paper, I 
wrote ou it that I was an accomplished 
musician aud would lite to enlist as 
such in the army. The paper I gave to 
the officer who had us in charge. The 
next morning a roll was called of those 
who were to be shot, my name among 
them. But after calling it the sergeant 
paused, blinked his stupid eyes at the 
paper, then said: 


"Xo, Jacques Henrotin, you are to go 


to be examined for the band being re- 
organized for the 
infantry." 


Well, this was like reprieving a man 


from being shot to strangle him later 
on. I had no knowledge of music and 
did not know one instrument from an- 
other. I could only think of some plan 
for delay. Our prison was cold, and that 
night I poured water over niy clothes 
and sat in them in order to catch cold. 
Fortunately I succeeded, and the next 
day when I was inarched to the band- 
master of the —— infantry I was cough,-1 
ing and sneezing, my windpipe being 
pretty nearly stopped. 


"What instrument do you play?" in- 


quired the bandmaster. 


I had purposely made inquiry about 


instruments and replied that I played 
the coruet, whereupon the bandmas- 
ter called for a cornet and told me to 
play something. 


"Great heavens!" I exclaimed. "Do 


you expect a man to use his lungs while 
they are not even fitted for breathing?" 


"Take him back and cross his name 


off the list of applicants." 


"Give me time, a uionth, a week, and 


I promise you that I will make music- 
such as you have never heard before." 


"Very well, I'll give you a week. 
"I have caught cold in prison. Can't 


you have nie put where 1 may recover 
and where I can practice a little? I've 
not played for some time." 


"H'm—let me see! 1 might put you 


with the baud." 


He directed the corporal to take me 


to the quarters of the band and have 
ine locked in a room by myself. 
He 


also gave orders that I was to be pro- 
vided with a cornet. This was done. 
I succeeded in inducing the man who 
brought the coruet to give me instruc- 
tions. He was surprised at my ability 
to learn, but in a week I could not 
hope to pass an examination, so I pur- 
posely slammed the door ou my fin- 
gers and when called before the baud- 
master 
showed him the mutilated 


hand. He was sorry he had not sent 
me back to be shot, but now he was in 
for it he thought it best to give me 
more time. He allowed me a month. 


My fingers were not crushed as bad- 


ly as I claimed, aud I did not cease 
my lessons. All day I practiced for 
my life. I hoped that the executions 
would cease and 1 would be lost sight 
of, but every day a number of eom- 
muuists were shot. 
A wwk before 


the end of the month I learned to play 
a tune which my instructor told me 
was a great favorite with the )«and- 
roaster. When I was failed upou to 
show my proficiency 1 played this 
air. aqd it was like a pleading wail 
for my life. The bandmaster was as- 
tonished, and when I saw he was 
nbout to ask me to play another pie<-c 
i feigned to faint. As soon ss I canst- 
to myself 1 wns enlisted as cornet 
player and sent to the hospital. The 
bandmaster wa<; in drend of losing me. 


Soon after that they got tir«l of 


shooting communists. 1 served my en 
iistment with the band, though I play- 
ed but one air that made people weep— 
the air I played on my examination. 
My whole reputation «<; a musician 
was made on that one air. I played 
It for tc-n years, and every time I <!)<' 
so 1 renewed the feelinpfc with which 
I played for my life. 
It uia<3<* for me 


half a million francs. 
I will ncvsr 


play It •gain.

Around its entire cir- 
cumference u great jnoundlike wall 
some fifteen feet in height has been 
thrown up, and upon its .summit and 
slopes a dense canebriike has been 
planted, which rises some thirtv feet 
luore in the air and absolutely cuts oif 
all vision of the interior expanse 'of 
water. 
At intervals of some thirty 


yards for half the circumference of the 
circie and on the landward side ditches 
about six feet dee)) and live feet wide 
liave been dug. These ditches, with 
the waters of the lake some eighteen 
inches deep in them, are about a hun- 
dred feet long, banked with earth and 
sodded on each bide some three feet 
above the surface of the surrounding 
land. 
Where they enter tin; lake two 


right angled turns are made, which as- 
sure u complete screening of the lake 
from any outside viewer vice versa. 


A thousand tame ducks are kept in 


this lake to decoy the wild 'ones into 
the byway feeding ditches. 


When the ducks once enter the ditch 


and begin feeding the warden pulls the 
bell wire and warns the host aud his 
guests at the house several hundred 
yards away, and as the birds approach 


I he pulls a second string, which con- 
nects with and closes a light wire gate 
where the ditch debouches into the 
lake. The ducks are thus trapped in a 
deep, narrow ditch from which they 
have no escape except in upward flight. 


The netsmen hurry to either side of 


the bank protected ditch and line up 
along its entire length with their long 
poled nets held rigidly and their eyes 
fixed on the cut in the earth. A ward- 
en creeps to the rear end of the flitch 
and cautiously peeps over. 
With a 


series of frightened squawks and a 
plashing and flapping of many wings 
the terrified birds rise like bullets from 
the water; the nets sweep through the 
air and are brought bottom side up on 
the rearward side, when a few of the 
most lucky and skillful are found to 
have a thrashing, loudly quacking duck 
enmeshed therein.

FIRE HOUSE FOR ROOSEVELT 


Atlantic City firemen Building Mod- 


*1 of Their Quarters For President. 
For presentation to President Roose- 


velt the firemen of truck B and engine 
company Xo; 5 of Atlantic City, N. J., 
are building a miniature fire house, 
fully equipped, which when completed 
will, it is thought, surpass anything of 
the kind that the president has ever 
received, says the Xew York Tribune. 
Assistant Foreman William K. Rause 
and John C. Leeds, ladderman, who 
are practically doing the building, have 
-been working'on the "fire "house for 
about two months. 


The exterior of the structure will be 


of brick, with brownstoae trimmings. 
The roof, with its four twin dormer 
windows and tower, will be of slate. 
The front above the double doors will 
bear the legend in gilt letters, "Truck 
B aud Engine Company Xo. 5, Atlantic 
City, X. J." 


Within the house is modeled after the 


central fire station. The ground floor 
has seven stalls and an office and will 
be equipped with a tiny truck, steamer 
and a hose cart. A flight of stairs, with 
highly ornamented railings, leads to 
the second floor, containing the chief's 
office and bedrooms for the men. A 
sliding pole gives access tp the lower 
floor. The rooms will be completely 
furnished after the manner of modern 
fire stations.

Rev. Organ has been in Lake City a 


little over oue year and iu that time 
has increased the membership of his 
congregation nearly 30 per cent, while 
tbe ratio of young people has gained 
several times this percentage. 
The 


membership in tbe church when he be- 
gan was approximately 300, and dur- 
ing tlie year 302 have been added. 


The first work Rev. Organ did when 


he weut to Lake City was to organize 
the Brotherhood of Andrew and Philip 
for youug men who were Christians. 
This organization's constitution says. 
"It is to interest others for Christ and 
to help the members spiritually intel- 
lectually and physically." This brother- 
hood has a band of twenty-two pieces, 
which plays at all kinds of entertain- 
ments as well as for those of the 
church. The brotherhood started with 
twenty members and now has forty- 
five. 


The young women of the church have 


the '-Sisterhood of Mary aud Martha." 
Thore are fifty-fire in this society, and 
they have good social times aud give 
bazaars for the benefit of the church.

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LASGOW first attracted world- 


wide attention by its handling 
of the street railway problem. 


-. .. 
George Francis Train, a tire- 


less and brilliant Anii'Hraii. ^as the 
first to propose street railway^ iu Glas- 
gow. 
This was in IKTu. 
Mr. 'i'raiii 


went to parliament for i power to build 
lines In Glasgow, but the town council 
also petitioned for like power. A com- 
promise was finally made by which the 
city built the lines anil leased them to 
the company for a term of years e.\ 
biring in 1804. 
The council drove a 


Lard bargain with the company. The 
company was compelled to pay to the 
city the a'nnual interest charge on the 
full amount of the investment, a year- 
ly sum to the sinking fund suflicient to 
clear the entire cost of the linos by the 
time of the expiration of the lease, ail 
annual depreciation charge of 4 per 
cent, so as to keep the plant in perfect 
repair, and on top of all this au annual 
rental of $750 a mile. The rates of 
fare were limited to a penny a mile, 
with morning and evening cars for 
.•workmen at a penny (2 cents) a ride to 
or from their places of employment. 


The original company sold its fran- 


chise for $750,000, and the purchasers 
made money on the investment. Three 
years prior to the termination of the 
lease negotiations were entered into 
for its renewal. It speedily became ap- 
parent that the council and the com- 
pany could not come to terms. 
The 


company owned the horses and the 
rolling stock and had secured a char- 
ter from parliament permitting it to 
bny omnibuses and cabs and to do 
business as general carriers. It iniagr 
ined that it had created a monopoly 
and that it had Glasgow at its mercy. 
It refused to reduce the hours of labor 
for its employees or to agree to revise 
the rates of fare. Under no conditions 
'•would It agree not to compete w*tb the 
city with buses and cabs, even provid- 
ed a satisfactory purchase price were 
fixed. 


It was a case of Scotch meeting 


Scotch, and the town council prepared 
for war, Parliament gave them the 
Tight to operate their lines, but they 
.had less than two years in which to get 
ready. In that short time it was neces- 
sary to build barns, cars and all the 
traffic appliances; also to purchase and 
train thousands of horses. With a view 
of substituting electricity for horse- 
power It was decided to build the struc- 
tures so that they could be used for 
either. "When It came to the selection 
of a general manager the committee 
named John Young, and Glasgow nev- 
er has regretted that decision. For 
years he had been at the head of the 
cleansing department and had brought 
It to a high state of efficiency. 


The world is indebted to John Young 


for much of the progress which hag 
been made in the scientific treatment 
of sewage. He established the great 
farms belonging to Glasgow, which 
now are fertilized with what were 
waste products. He abandoned what 
had seemed to be his life work and en- 
tered on a new and almost unfamiliar 
field of activity. He gave to it the full 
of a splendid executive ability. The of- 
ficials of the private company sneered 
at the presumption of this "farmer and 
sewer digger." They called attention to 
the fact that it requires years of train- 
Ing and a special aptitude to properly 
manage street railway property. 


Today John Young is president of the 


powerful Municipal Tramway Associa- 
tion of Great Britain and the admitted 
peer of railway experts. Street railway 
corporations in the I'nited States, also 
th^ London county council, have made 
Mm flattering offer;:. i>ut he will spend 
his life working- for the city which de- 
lights to repose confidence in his hon- 
esty and ability. 


Mr. Young invented a new type of car 


and ordered 300 of them. He erected 
nine stations, constructed car and re- 
pair shops, scoumi the I'nited King- 
dom, France. Canada and the United 
States for 3,000 horses, engaged and 
drilled 1.300 men and for two years 
•worked day and night in preparation 
for the date set for the formal opening: 
of the municipal tramway plant. At 
midnight of June SO. 1894. the private 
company withdrew its cni-s. and on the 
following morning the new ones- were 
seen for the first time on the streets of 
Glasgow. They bore the now familiar 
sign. "Glasgow Corporation 
Tram- 


ways." 


There was great excitement in Glas- 


gow. The rival company was rrady 
for the flgbt with IT.'i omnibuses. e««-h 
drawn by tlrce horses and niass<*l on 
the best paying routes so us to "Wan- 
trt" the car traffic. The city fired the 
first gun by cutting the former rales 
in half, and the bus<-s were compelled 
to meet the rate. St«JdJly Mr. Yonnc 
enlarged the sTrlce and it-net hvnrd UK- 
routes for which <fTUi5n prices wen- 
charged. After sustaining h<\-ny 1c«.«r«» 
the company

and retired from 11^ IMd.

had been compelled to meet the iu 
numerable ij.xpenses incident to the in- 
stallation of a new plant, but despite 
all these items there remained a net 
revenue far greater than had been de- 
rived from the old company. 


The second year of operation showed 


profits of S-IOO.OOU. There is in Glas- 
gow a treasury fund called the "com- 
mon good," and into this the tramway 
department had agreed to pay $4.j.OOO 
u year out of any piohts which might 
accrue. This fund goes to imestments 
for the good of the people, the upkeep 
of parks, the purchase ol real estate, 
the maintenance of historical places, 
the 
entertainment 
of 
distinguished 


guests, the observance of auui versa lies 
and for similar purposes. The fund is 
not supported from taxes and has many 
sources of revenue from estates winch 
have been handed down for centime1-.. 
Outside of Its annual payment into the 
"common good" the tramways do not 
pay a cent into the city treasury. 


fn 1897 the city took over the last of 


the private. Hues In or near the city 
It increased the wages of its men Si'.. 
000 and again reduced the fares. 
In 


the annual statement the tramways 
committee called attention to the fact 
that the average citizen only faintly 
realized what was being saved by pas 
sengers on account of the longer haul' 
and 
lower fares. 
In that year it 


amounted to a total of .$900.000, but 
despite this the enterprise paid $423, 
000. Mr. Young and his assistants were 
studying electrical traction and in the 
following year installed the first ex 
perimental line. T. is was so success 
ful that it was decided to change the 
entire equipment. The last horse cai 
disappeared in 1901, ;or which year tht 
receipts decreased ov ing to the enor- 
mous expense and confusion incident 
to the change. The city invested mort 
than $4,000,000 in new equipment, but 
the returns for the ensuing year justi- 
fied the policy of those who urged the 
improvement. 
In 1902 the net profits 


passed the million dollar mark. 
The 


financial tale of Glasgow's municipal 
tramways is told in the following table 
of profits since the city decided to take 
control of the system:

Last year the city reduced the hours 


of labor from ten to nine. 
Its profits 


have been so great that it voluntariij 
increased its payment into the "com 
mon good" from $40.000 to $ll!o.OOO 
There is no uniform rate of fare, and 
American readers will be interested ii 
learning how much one gets for mouej 
expended for street car trips in Glas 
gow. According to the statistics in tin 
annual report for last year, the average 
fare was about 1% cents in our money 
For a cent one can ride on the averagt 
.58 of a mile; for ^ cents, i^Vi miles 
for 3 cents, 3.4S miles; for 4 cents, 4.U 
miles; for 5 cents, O.SO miles: for 
(. 


cents, G.S9 miles; for 7 cents, 8.15 miles 
and for S cents, 9.09 miles. Eight cents 
is the highest fare charged, regardles; 
of distance, but the average fare i; 
less than - cents.

less the heir to the profits of the tram 
ways. Not many years will elapse be 
fore the last dollar of Indebtedness i 
paid. When that time comes nomina 
rates of fare will yield annual revenue 
of not less than $l.o(X>.W>. This aw 
Other donations will he expended fo 
purposes Indicated by the altruistic titl 
of the fund. There is thus creating J 
gigantic municipal trust constantly fti 
from reproductive enterprises not uu 
dcr the control of the taxpayers. H i 
steadily hicreasinc its holdings of r«i 
estate. Under the charter ireatin,;: 
there is practically no limit to tlie licit 
of its actjviti'.-.*.

TOLLING OF BIGGEST BELL. 


Sclicinc to Honor Memories of 
Vet- 


erans Buried at Arlinerton. 


Colonel Frank Hume of Washington, 


who was an officer in the Confederate 
army, is striving to interest the Grand 
Army of the Republic in a scheme for 
the manufacture o£ a bell which will 
lie the largest in the world to be 'mug 
in the National cemetery at Arlington 
and tolled during tlie funeral rites oi 
soldiers buried there, says a Washing- 
ton spei ial to the Now York Times. 


Colonel Hume has been active in this 


work and has addressed several of the 
Washington posts in fa\or of the proj- 
ect, which seems to be regarded with 
favor by Grand Army men. The idea 
is to procure from the go s eminent the 
brass guns that will be required in the 
manufacture of the bell, a sufficient 
number of which are stored at the 
Watervliet (N. Y.) arsenal. 


Iu an address delivered recently be- 


fore one of the Washington Grand 
Army posts Colonel Hume said he had 
been in correspondence with Mr. Me- 
nedey of the bell foundry located at 
Troy, N. Y.. one mile from Watervliet, 
who was a Federal soldier during the 
civil war and who explained that the 
project was feasible and could be car- 
ried out at fi relatively small expense. 


Mr. Menoelcy wrote Colonel Hume 


thnt "the bell should be deep toned and 
placed in the most conspicuous place 
possible. Toiled only at the interment 
of a dead soldier, the sound of its sol- 
emn ring vxould bo something, once 
heard, never to be forgotten. Its enor- 
mous size, would lend it a distinction 
and dignity impressive even when si- 
lent"

POSSIBILITIES OP THE YAST TRAOT

Alaska divided into three terrttorios, 


each with a deiexate or a cominissiou- 
er or an asri'iit to rn|nvspnt its inter- 
ests in Washington, is the picture for 
the future of that great stretch of 
country which John S. M'-Lain draws 
iu a recently published book oil " Vlas- 
ka and the Klondike," says the Wash- 
ington correspondent of the Xew York 
I'ost. The circumstances under which 
it was written lend interest to it. 
When the special subcommittee of the 
senate committee on territories visited 
Alaska in the summer of 11)03 to study 
the legislative problem which the new 
development of that region presented 
Mr. McLain was invited to go with 
them iu an unofficial capacity. 
He 


saw the same things that they saw, 
and his view to a considerable extent 
is that of other persons who have visit- 
ed this newest northwest. 


The tremendous distances and the 


lack of good roads have been the chief 
obstacles to the efficient administration 
of the law in. Alaska, and for better 
transportation 
facilities Mr. lie-Lain 


makes quite as strong a plea as for a 
subdivision of the territory. 
He tells 


that Judge Wickershain of the central 
Alaska judicial division holds court for 
a district 500 miles long and 900 miles 
wide, or fifty times the size of New 
Hampshire. And yet it contains not a 
mile of railroad or even of wagon road 
worthy of the name. Steamships along 
the south coast and on the Yukon riv- 
er, wbicli runs through the middle of 
the district, furnish the only real trans- 
portation. 
It took Judge McKeuzie, 


United States commissioner at Cold 
Foot, on the upper Koyukuk, twenty- 
seven. days to get to Rampart to at- 
tend court, although the distance is 
somewhat less than from New York to 
Chicago. 


Lack 
of 
transportation 
facilities 


greatly increases the price of the com- 
modities which Alaska produces. This 
is an. axiom of trade the world o^er, 
but it is doubtful if it has been illus- 
trated better in modern times than in 
Alaska today. 
Gold is still an ex- 


pensive commodity to produce. Seat- 
tle shipped during the season of 1003 
to Xome and St. Michael more than 
100.000 tons of freight at rates ranging 
from §7 to §22.50 a ton. Coal, which 
costs $17 in Xome, sells for $50 a ton 
twenty-five miles inland. This rate at 
Koine would be considerably reduced 
and correspondingly for all the back 
country if suitable harbor facilities 
were provided there. A breakwater is 
the first need. It is estimated that it 
costs $5 a ton for the lighterage of or- 
dinary merchandise at that point. The 
vessels must anchor about two miles 
from the shore. Their freight and pas- 
sengers are then conveyed in small 
boats to a point but a few rods from 
the water's edge, where everybody and 
everj tiling is lifted by a sort of travel- 
ing crane from fiat boats and carried 
to the shore. The people of Nome be- 
lieve that a .ietty built out from the 
mouth of Snake river and the dredging 
of a sand bar which lies near the en- 
trance would make it possible for small 
vessels and lighters to pass through to 
a safe harbor within the sand pit. 
i Mr. McLain's plan of division is to 


make southeast Alaska, which is in 
substance the panhandle strip, a terri- 
tory by itself, with its capital at Ju- 
nean. It has a white population of 15.- 
000. He would then take northwest 
Alaska, which has a permanent white 
population of slightly less, and make it 
a territory, with the capital at Xome. 
The rest of Alaska, which would be its 
jr~cat central and inaccessible part, 
should remain under its present sys- 
tem of government until its develop- 
ment warranted its establishment as a 
third subdivision. The people of Alas- 
ka are united iu their demand for a 
delegate in conirresi?. and such a bill 
has once passed the house. The failure 
of the senate to net was due to the 
fact that it would be difficult to elect 
a delegate. The distances between 
places are so creat that there could be 
little opportunity for harmonious ac- 
tion.
